Board 


The board consists of five 
members, three professional en- 
gineers and two professional 
architects, Terms last five 
years. Generally the board holds 
monthly meetings. 


The main function of the 
board is examining prospective 
professional applicants, .There 
are four areas of consideration: 
(1) work records, (2) character 
references, (3) personal ,inter- 
views and (4) examinations. 


For engineers, there are two 
tests. The primary one is called 
E. I. T.: (Engineers in Train- 
ing). It can be taken while a 
person is still in college. |" 

The other test is for profes- 
sional registration. It covers 
seven lines of engineering, con- 
taining questions of a profes- 
sional nature, 

In addition to administering 
exams, the state board also en- 
forces the ethics of the profes- 
sion. The board holds hearings 
if any complaints arise. A 
members registration may be 
cancelled if a valid complaint 
is lodged against that. member. 

In 1968, the board examined 
257 people. Of these, 203 passed. 
Col. Marston estimates that 300 
were tested in 1964. 

The board also maintains a 
listing of all registered engi- 
neers and architects in Nebras- 
ka. Currently, Col. Marston he- 


. lieves. there are 2,000 engineers 
"and 590 architects. registered in. 
the state. °°

Of Nebraska 
By 37 Years 


Nebraska Governor Frank 
Morrison and the newly elected 
president of the University of 


’ Nebraska Board of Regents, 


Val Peterson, have gone on 
record advocating a plan to 


operate the state’s schools, in- 


cluding colleges and univer- 
sities, on a 12-month | basis. 


Commenting this week on the , 


proposal, University of Omaha 
President Dr. Milo Bail said: 

“We (the university) are al- 
ready as close to the 12-month 
operation as is physically pos- 
sible. We have been for some 
time.” 


Backing up Dr. Bail’s state- 
ment was OU Registrar Virgil 
Sharpe. a 

Mr. Sharpe said, “According 
to university records, we haye 


been operating summer sessions 


of one kind or another since 


_ 19t9,” 


He - said records indicated 


’ summer sessions in 1919 but in 
“1928 we (the university) adop- 
“ted “the- two* sessions.” of five 


weeks each.” ; 
According to a story pub- 
lished in the Sunday World- 


- Herald, the University of Ne- 


braska would have to enlarge 
their summer school program in 


‘ order to fulfill the year round 
‘plan endorsed by the former - | 


governor and Governor Morri- 
son. 

Under the present NU sys- 
tem, one session, of eight weeks, 
is offered to summer students. 
During the eight week period, 
students may attain a maxi- 
mum of nine hours. The new 


plan would increase the amount 


to 12 hours. 
Omaha University’s two sum- 


“mer sessions of five weeks en- 


ables students to complete 12 
hours., 

Mr, Sharpe added, “On some 
occasions. a student may even 
complete 15 credit hours in both 


“summer sessions, but a dean’s 


approval is. needed for. the last 
three hours.” 

In ‘addition to the summer 
day sessions, Omaha University 
also operates summer evening 
classes, 


According to. -Dr. Bail these 


evening ‘classes have met with 
“great success”, To date, Ne- 
braska has no summer evening 
classes.

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Biology Class Utilizes TV: 
Method Draws High Praise

With its first season a suc- 
cess, Dr, Merle Brooks was 
right on target when he said, 


“No one can say that you can’t’ 


teach biology on TV. 'His feel- 
ines were reflected by Dr. 
Charles Ingham, instructor of 
the University closed circuit 
course, 

With high feelings concern- 
ing this semester’s start of the 
program, Dr. Ingham is looking: 
to next semester to be as good 
if not better than before. 

The class, which consists of 
some 350 pupils, is expected to 
attract around 200 next semes- 
ter plus the use of video tape 
replays for use in night biology 
classes, Dr. William Bachop will 
be the instructor in both labs 
and discussion groups for the 
night course. Previously, night 
classes in biology were limited 
in size. 

Dr. Ingham will teach the 
day class and will be assisted by 
Dr, Bachop. 

“At the start of the class, stu- 
dents objected to the fact that 
they were unable to ask ques- 
tions but they didn’t realize 
the size of the class would 
make too many questions im- 
possible,” Dr. Ingham stated. 
Questions have been usually 
relegated to the discussion 


groups but Dr. Ingham added. 


that next semester the lab and 
discussion periods will be inte- 
grated thus allowing the use of 
creative thinking and problem 
solviag coupled at the same 
time. 


In order to hold the attention 


of students, Dr. Ingham said 


that it was necessary to have 
plenty of movement, change, 
and various attentive techniques 
to hold interest. The use of-il- 
lustrations and microscopic 
slide specimens have added 
much to the class. 


Dr. Brooks said that in teach- 
ing over TV, “it is. neces- 
sary to use’ an approach as 
though you were talking to one 
person or though you had some- 
one looking over your shoulder. 
Thus a better job can be done 


if you want to put the time 
in,” he added. 

He said that closed circuit 
TV is the only way to teach 
with the rapid growth of popu- 
lation if a person expects tui- 
tion to. keep within reasonable 
amounts, The strength of the 
progyam is dependent largely 
on developing. of better tech- 
niques, Both Dr. Ingham and 
Dr. Brooks voiced need for spec- 
cial equipment. One of their 
desires. would be.a. second, video 
tape machine which would be 
used to. record such thing's that 
the other machine. would be 
unable to record at the same 
time. 

They also look to the future 
with the use of testing devices 
which would. communicate from 
the, studio to the individual stu- 
dent. With the addition of com- 
puters to this method it would 
be. possible with “just a few 
questions a day, with a light 
board portraying the students 
response to measure the grade 
of the person for the semester,” 
Dr. Brooks added. 


High credit was given, to the 


finé work and cooperation of 
the TV personnel of the OU TV 


_.department in the presentation 
and performance showed. Dr. 


Brooks added that not over a 


minute was lost in the semester 


due to mechanical difficulties,

Library Basement Good Bomb Shelter?

Are you still trying to find 
the right bomb shelter on cam- 
pus? Do the. typical four-bare- 
walls, nutritional crackers and 
empty water cans found in or- 
dinary “refugee centers” leave 
you with the following impres- 
sions? . 

Gad, how would you en-« 
tertain a gang of 100 stu- 
dents down here for a 
week —~ there’s nothing to 
do! If the bombs don’t get 
you, the boredom will. 

Well then, look to the base- 
ment of the Gene Eppley Li- 
brary; for, besides being an 
emergency - equipped domicile 
for the physically - minded, it 
is also a home for the ledgers 
of progress — old books, news 
papers and magrazines. ; 

The materials located here are 
known as closed - stacks, In- 


‘terpretively, this. means that 


they are ‘not open to you for 
general curiosity or reading. 
These volumes are almost, en- 


.‘tirely for research and graduate 


work, 


United States Government 
Documents, being over 80,000 in 
number, take up most of the 
space, Here are contained rec- 
ords of the House and Senate 
dating from 1798. A notable 
amount of “works” from Con- 
gressional: Committees are also 
suspended in ‘acquiescense in 
this section. 

Papers 

In case you missed reading 
the evening WORLD-HERALD 
a while back (before 1948, all 
others on microfilm upstairs), 
you could eatch up, possibly 
write a historical thesis, while 
you wait out the blast. The 
NEW YORK TIMES dating 
from 1914 to 1948 is available, 
too. For those exhibiting a 
more discreet taste, there is 
the GATEWAY, Vol. XIII of 
1988, to’ the near present 
(early editions must have had 
extremely high popularity). 

Left-leaning Texts 

Perhaps a more interesting 
relic gathering propriety than 
those already mentioned is the 
Iearian Collection of books. It

appears as if these texts were 
handed down from a socialistic 
experiment not unlike that of 
Brook Farm. 

The volumes were purchased 
from the old Tabor College that 
succumbed, during the, depres~ 
sion of. the 1930’s. Same. of .the 
books, which date from 1790, 
could undoubtedly, supply a 
great amount of social - society 
research were it not. for the 
fact that they are written in 
French; however, the dropping 
of a bomb might encourage 
some souls to mingle with these 
philosophies rather than those 
that had failed. 

One of the oldest and price- 
Jess historical books is a 1613 
edition of the King James Bible. 
The first edition was issued in 
1611. The work actually belongs 
to a group of books that is be- 
ing kept safe in the basement 
for the Presbyterian Theologi- 
cal Seminary. According to the 


‘ jibrary, the collection is to re- 


main at the University for a 
long, indefinite time. 
Pillars of Strength 

Aside from the educational 
possibilities of the books found 
in this shelter, they serve a 
worthy ulterior purpose, too. 
The shelves are attached firm- 
ly from floor to ceiling. The 
mass of volumes on_ each 


shelf would act as strong pil- 
lars if the existing cement col- 
umns should. give way to shock 
and tremor. Oftentimes the 
sheer size of a book can ac- 
complish more than the thought 


: resting within it. 


Of course, this. shelter also 
contains the, usual. provisions— 
enough for a. rated capacity of 
120 people. There are 54 bar- 
rels containing 17 and one-half 
gallons of plastic - wrapped 
water each, 42 boxes of nutri- 
tional crackers and six buckets 
for sanitary purposes. 

As was mentioned before, 
the library basement contains 
things that are of no great 
value to most undergraduates; 
however, if you ever chance to 
need a reference that has a card 
catalogued in red ink: “Closed 
Stacks”, do not hesitate to ask 
a librarian to get it for you. 
The books are not there solely 
to enhance an impressive feel- 
ing of substantialness but to 
help you in your quest for edu- | 
cation. ‘The librarian is there to: 
make sure you find the books. 

The service of the shelter is 
offered in much the same re- 
gard — in the advent of a need, 
the doors will be open to you. 
In this way, the library’s key 


_to knowledge. may also be 


spoken of as a key to salvation.
